When any Article is collected it will add greatly to its value to make remarks 
where and when found, and to note down an account of its Name, Uſe, Qualities, 
or any other particulars : It will likewiſe be proper to ſecure (where that can be 
done) more Specimens than one of the ſame kind. 

Large Animals ſhould be carefully ſkinned; leaving the Horns, Skull, Jaws and 
Feet with the Claws adhering to the Skin, and they ſhould then be put into a veſſel 
of Rum or other Spirits. | 

Large Birds ſhould be ſkinned, leaving the Head and Feet, and mind to break the 
Skull on the inſide, extract the Brain and take out the Eyes and Tongue: Theſe 
muſt by no means be put in Spirit, as it would totally ſpoil their Feathers, but muſt 
be kept dry, the Skin being on the inſide well moiſtened with the preparation here- 
after mentioned to be uſed for ſmall Birds. | | 

Large Fiſhes ſhould be- opened in the Belly, the Entrails taken out and the Body 

ſtuft with Oakum : Small Fiſhes may be put in Spirits, as may Snakes, Lizards, 

Toads, Frogs, Reptiles, Sea Hedgehogs, Star-fiſhes, Lobſters, Crabs, Prawns and 
Shrimps. "8 

. Moths and all winged Inſects ſhould be pinned cloſe down to the bot- 
tom of a flat Box prepared for the purpoſe. | be | 

Birds-Eggs, Shells, Ambers, Stones, Brain-ſtpnes, Star-ſtones, Foſſils, Mirerals, - 
Ores, Cryſtals, Spars and Marbles, may be packed in a Box filled full of Bran or ſuch 
like ſubſtance, only obſerving where the ſubject is full of ſmall punctures, to wrap it 
up firſt in Paper, to prevent any Bran getting in, as it would not ccme out without a 
deal of difficulty. 

Corals and Corallines heing very tender and brittle, ſhould be packed with great 
care by themſelves, and the Box cloſe filled with Bran. ES 

Sea Hedgehogs, commonly known by the name of Sea Eggs or Button-fiſh, ſhould 
if poſſible be gathered with their Prickles on, as thac renders them of more value. 

Small Birds may be preſerving in the following manner ; enlarge the Vent with a 

air of Sciſſars ſufficiently to extract the Entrails, taking great care not to foul the 
Packers then introduce a Tin Tube at the orifice, through which an Iron Scewer 
red hot may ſear the inſide and dry up the Juices, open the Bill, take out the Tongue 
and with a ſharp Inſtrument pierce through the root of the Mouth to the Brain, ſo as

to make a free communication, take out the Eyes and put pieces of Cork or any hard 
ſubſtance into the ſockets to keep them in their natural ſize; then hang your Bird up 
by the Feet aad pour in at the Vent through a Funnel (having firſt cloſed the Bill & 
p90 a little Cotton into the Mouth to prevent the Liquid running out) a quantity of 
Pepper and Ginger liquified by Spirit of Wine, or any other ſtrong Spirit; repeat this 
for ſeveral Days, your Bird being hung in adry place ; and when you find it ſuffici- 
ently ſweet, ſtuff its Body through the Vent with Wool or any ſoft ſubſtance moiſten- 
ed with the above Preparation, and pack it cloſe in a Box at full length for carriage, 
laying it as ſmooth as poſſible to preſerve the beauty of the plumage. 3
